cabin both riding one horse as was the custom, 'eter.him 
self afoot took a shortcxit to the cabin ana arrived firs 
by n few minutes, hhen Paul and Peter,e wife can® riding 
up she noticed something lying in the°path near the fron 
door and putting h r had to her face exclaimed Peter is 
killed and the old man tried to quiet her by saying it 
is a log rolled into the pa.th but when they came a lit 
tie closes the truth was seen. Peter had been scalped 
but few minutes before and upon ascertaining this they 
fled on horseback to some distant neighbors. I am not no 
sure but think one child vrae also killed and three not 
found were saved and three or four motnhs after FRAIICIS 
who was my ancestor,was born with the mark of his mother 
s hand on hie face,as the story goes-a large birth mark. 
This of course attributed then as very frequently now to 
the friyfght she got at the sight of her husband lying 
dead in the path, ohe and his father Paul of course bare 
ly escaped as Peter had taken the nearer route only few 
minutes ahead of them. 


All this occurred at the mouth of shaver Run,a little br 
that comes down out of QMMKfflBvlidM. Shaver Mountain near 
"overly or Huttonsville but across the river,Valley Riv
